the nation at large, Illinois Boys State and Illinois Girls

State give young citizens confidence and knowledge to go

forward in their adult lives; and
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WHEREAS, The 2016 Illinois Boys State and 2016 Illinois

Girls State are scheduled for June of 2016; therefore, be it

RESOLVED, BY THE SENATE OF THE NINETY-NINTH GENERAL

ASSEMBLY OF THE STATE OF ILLINOIS, that we designate June of

2016 as American Legion Boys State and Girls State Month in the

State of Illinois to increase the awareness of these programs
